OLDIERS RUN 
AMUCK AT FAIR. 


FIVE HUNDRED TROOPERS RAID 
JAMESTOWN EXPOSITION, 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

NORFOLK (Va.) July 32.—Five hun- 
dred soldiers, members of the Second 
South Carolina and First Kentucky 
regiments, in camp at the Jamestown 
exposition grounds, tonight ran amuck 
there, interfered with concessionaires, 
tried to take possession of several 
shows on the “war path.” and when 
the Powhatan Guards intervehed, a 
riot followed several men being in- 
jured. The injured included: | 

Joseph Brashear, Company G, Ken- 
tucky Regiment, possible fracture of 
skull from blow with blackjack. Pow- 
hatan Guard Preas, elbow cut, fingers 
on right hand dislocated and face 
beaten. Capt. Carpenter, of Powhatan 
Guards, struck in the breast with 
stone; Adjt. Garwood, Kentucky Regt- 
ment, and several others suffered 
slight wounds. 

‘Early in the night, some'of the sol- 
diers, who had been drinking. became 
disorderly and were repeatedly cau- 
tioned by the guards. Later when 
their number had increased to about

S AN FRANCISCO, July 3.—[(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) All negotiations 
looking toward.a settlement. of the 
car strike were angrily called off this 
afternoon. 


After a secret meeting of the Strike 
Committee, which lasted nearly twen- 
ty-four hours, the labor leaders made 
another call on Calhoun this after- 
noon. Their attitude was one of des- 
peration. They were threatening, plead- 
ing and argumentative by turns. 

Calhoun stood firm in the attitude 
he has maintained from the first. He 
absolutely refused to recognize the 
union and repeated that, if his late em- 
ployés wish to come back to work, he 
is willing to take such of them as he 
chooses back into his employ as indi- 


viduals. 

The labor leaders—including Tveit- 
moe, McCarthy, Bell, Tracy and Furu- 
seth—took an amazing attitude. They 
frankly admitted that Cornelius and 


demanded 

or of some other union. In other words, 
they demanded of Calhoun 
“gave the face” of organized labor. 

During - the meeting, some of the 
committee, which is composed of the 
leading local labor leaders, excoriated 
the officials of the Carmen's Union for 
their action in calling a strike. 

P. H. McCarthy, in the name of or- 

labor, repudiated the action of 
the Carmen's Union, yet pleaded that 
the Carmen's Union not be destroyed. 
He admitted thut the union should be 
punished, but held that death was too 
severe for the erring organization. He 
asked Calhoun to take the men back 
to work, recognize the union and sub- 
mit the question of wages and hours to 
arbitration. 

0. A. Tveitmoe, Michael Casey, Wii- 
Ham McCabe and Andrew Furuseth ad- 
vanced different arguments. Furuseth 
contended that Calhoun “could not af- 
ford to wash his hands of the union.” 

CITY DISAPPOINTED. 

A wall of disappointment went up 
from San Francisco tonight when it 
became known that the peace nego- 
tlations had been declared off. It is 
admitted that a continuance of the un- 
settied conditions will be a_ terrible 
financial disaster to a city already 
tottering on the edge of bankruptcy. 

Even those who have previously 
supported the unions are outspoken in 
their bitterness against union leaders. 
The truth of the matter,.as any one 
can see, fe that these scared labor 
leaders are cold-bloodedly planning to 
plunge this city into chaos to save 
their own jobs as professional trouble- 


breeders. 

The strike will now enter upon a 
new phase th which Calhoun will have 
the active and bitter opposition of the 
whole band of labor unionites. Here- 
tofore the other unions have been only 
half-hearted in their support. Now 
it is hard to see how vicious fighting 
and scenes of bloodshed can be 
avoided.
